THE MASON AFFAIR. 
Shanghai, 29th October, 1891. 
Before Chief Justice Hanwen, 


Charles Henry Allon Welch Muson was 
charyed on on indictment of six connts that 
ho ‘did on or about the 18th instant know- 
ingly have in.his possession and under his 
control threa packages of an explosive aub- 
atanca, to wit dynamite, ander auch cir- 
cumstances a8 to give reasenable suspicion 
that be did not have it in his possession for 
a lawful object” and that ha ‘could not 
show that he had it in bis possession for a 
Jawful object.” His Lordship took his seat 
shortly after hnlf-past nine, accompanied 
by Mr G, Jamioson, Assistant Judge. The 
following Chinese officiala alao occupied 
geats on tha Bench: Taotai Nieh and his 
interpreter, Mr Zeo Lan-chor; Ch‘ai, an 
expectant Taotai appointed by the Viceroy 
at Nanking to watch the case; Liu Ta- 
jén, Director of the Kiongnan Arsonal, and 
his interpreter Mr Fungal ee. Mr Yii, an- 
other deputy of the Viceroy,-axt at the 
table below the Bench. 

Mr H. 8, Wilkinson, Crown Advocate, 
prosesuted on behalf of the British Govern- 
ment. .The accused was undefended, 

Tho indictment was rend by tho Olerk of 
the Court (Mr T. G, Smith), who then put 
the usual question ; How ayy you, are you 
guilty or not guilty ? 

Prisoner—Guilty, : 

Bis Lordship thee discharged the jury- 
mon from attendance, ond informed pri- 
soner that if he wished to make any ro- 
marke to the Court the opportunity waa 
now open to him to do so, 

Priaoner accordingly rend the following 
statement :— 

Lehould liko to expluin why I was carry- 
ing tho dynamite. Jn Jane Inat thero were 
several rivty, and they were supposed to bo 
the beginnings of a rebellion. 3 shared 
the commun curiosity vo the matter, and 
decided tu try and find out all about it, 
I pretended ‘to join the movement. T 
engaged to get arms and mon, and join 
operations at Chinkiang. I was told cor- 
tain outlines of a plot to scizo Chinkiang. 
over the dinner table. Mr Croskey wus 
& stranger to me, having newly joined 
tho Customs indoor staff on probation. 
Wa together, as a suppositicious case, amus- 
ad ourselves by perfecting a theoretical plot 
and put down ni.mea as they suggested 
themselves, I declary all these persuns to 
be entirely innocent and ignorant of the 

artrallotted towthem, Wa naither of us 
intended ‘to take action. I carried on the 
matter with every semblance of reality, in 
order to deceive any real conapiratots into a 
belivf’of my earnestness, I wrote down 
and worked it all out un paper as excal- 
lent: material for a realistic novel on the 
snbject, I have already written one tale 
about the Kolao Hui; it is among my 
papers, I exacted no promise of accrecy 
from Mr Cruskey. I know that TF should 
havo to report tho whole matter to the 
Cuatome very soon, and had no objection 
to Mr Croskey revealing it as soon as I had 
begun. I was very recliless of consequencer, 
being heurtily tired of fuur years’ monotony 
At an outport. At the samo timo IT was 
onaware then of a law againat carrying 
dynamite, and the utmost danger I fore- 
Biv was dismissal from the Cuatoma, 
than which at the time I gould imagine 
no greater misfortune. I engaged to 
pay all expenses mysolf, the money 
boing deposited at Chinkiang to be handed 
me on returning with the contract ful- 
filled. As tho party I was dealing with 
atill mistrusied ma, it was arranged that 1 
should carry contraband in my luggage as 
a guarautco of good faith, Dynumito was 
fixed on, On delivery at Ohinkiang I be- 
Jievad it would be thrown into the river or 
disposed of into lawful cimunols, I did not 
intend jo start a rebellion with that ons 
box of dynamite. I do not know how ta 
use dynamite, I did not intend tu conuive 
at the blowing-up of the pruperty and per- 
sona of my countrymea and personal 
fciends, I have lived at Chiokiang four 
yoora and number my best friends among 
its reeidents, 1 intended to inform the 
British Governmont of any possible danger 
to fureiga concessions. I wna not paid by 
the Chinese Government to act ap a deteg- 
tive. I nevertholess voluntecred full in- 
formation of the plot to the local Chinese 
official at the request of the Commissioner 
of Customs, At Hongkong I kewise acted 
30.08 to deceive any member of the con. 
spiracy who might be watching mo. 1 got 
the firat stranger out of work I mot, the 
witness Toussaint, to go about pretending 
to raina meno. I did not troubla to gee any

way tenders, It will bo remombered that 
to within a few minutea of 12 o'clock, 
on Ostaber 16th, valy ono tender had 
been submitted, and thers was a 
common belinf, abroad, = that._—the 
Germun Syndicuto would meet with 
ho oppuoition, This fevling was further 
atrongthoncd by tho knowledgo that Messrs 
Murray Oampbell & Co. had telegraphed 
for an extension of time, which was refus- 
ed. ‘The appearance then, of Mr Vickey, 
the representative of the English firm, a 
few minutes before the appointed time, 
was totally unexpected und caused, no 
doubt, some little excitement. This ex- 
citemont would appear ta have been further 
intonaified by the startling difference in the 
figures of the respective catimates, and 
must naturally have caused no inconsider- 
able chagrin to all interested in the success 
of the German Syndicate, Without agvin 
dwelling on the onuaual procedure of clear. 
ing the room, we will proceed to detail a 
number of events which followed the ruad- 
ig of the cantracta, and which, sooner or 
later, must either receive satisfactory ex- 
planation. or receive the severe comments 
which wi}] inevitably follow an ungatiefuc- 
tory and condemnatry silence, 

On the day following tho reading of tho 
Tenders, the Representative of Messrs 
Murray Campbell & Co, was requested to 
attend at the ollice of tho R.R D,, und pres- 
aura was there brought to bear, to induce 
him to reconsider, and to aller many of 
the items in hig schedulv of estimates ; it 
was pointed out to him that the work 
could net possibly be carried out at his 
firay’s rates, und he wes strongly urged ta 
imereage many of the rates alluded to. ‘Tho 
Representative of the English firm pointed 
out, that such @ proceeding on his part 
would render the tender of his Company 
null and void, aud would enable their 
German competitor to also withdraw his 
high tender, and to prepare anew one. It 
is now said that steps had actually been 
taken by the German Ropresentative, 
to reduce his rates to within a meu- 
surable distance of those of Messrs Murray 
and Oo,, aud that a fresh tussle, for the 
conatruction of the line, was only avoided 
by the unpracticabla obstinucy’ of the 
Ropresentative of ‘tho English firm, 
Another objection was raised, by the Di- 
rector General of the R. R. D., on the be- 
half of the Gorman contractor, against the 
form of Messrs Campbell’s tender, which 
‘was atatod to be illegal, He advised the 
Siameus, anthoritios to cecept the. German 
sontract, on the plea that their offer would 
not be matutuingd later than Tuesday, 
the 20th jnst. It is, however, osserted 
that Messre Campbell's tender is in exact 
conformity with the conditinna presoribed
